They rushed into the Chuupal suddenly from 
the front opening . Chunni Khan who was awake tired at 
the police party . Janab Abdul Rahman Khan , Deputy 
Inspector General, and Janab Abdul Rahman Khan , Circle 
Inspector, were in front and bad a miraculous escape . 
They fired at, ( hunni Khan and shot him dead . 

The two police officers displayed conspicuous gallantry 
at grcat personal risk in this encounter.

Statement of services for which the decorations have 
been awarded . In August 1947 , there wero serious 
disturbances in the Rumpur State . Chunni Khun , un 
CZ -Army soldier and a notorious bad churacter of the State 
who had illegally possessed hiinself of certain firearms 
joined the mob and played a leading part in subversive 
Hotivities . Agung headed by him set fire to Government 
buildings , Courts , Police Station , Tehsi) and the houses of 
Stute and Police Officiuus. The situation was ultimately 
brought under control. Chunni Khan with an organised 
gang of bad charucters encountered a police party and 
shot down a Sub - Inspector and a Constable . Later , a 
posse of armed police under Sub - Inspector Hund Shul 
Khan tried to round him up but he too was shot dead . 
Thereafter this yang indulged in dncoities , murders , etc . , 
at the border of the State . In spite of the best efforts by 
the State police and military forces the gang could not be 
rounded up and thus became a terror on the border of 
Moradabad and Rampur State . 

Janab Abdul Rahman Khạn , Deputy Inspector General 
of Police of the Rampur Stute and Janab Abdul Rnhmon 
Khan , Circle Inspector, were deputed to arrest Chunni 
Khan and his gang . On the night of the 27th December 
1947 the Circle Inspector Abilul Rahman Khan got 
information about the presence of Chunni Khan and his 
gang in village Dalel Nagar on the border of the State. 


Name of the Opeor and rank . - Bihurilul L . Oza , Deputy 
Superintendent of Police , Rajkot Division of the Madhya 
Saurashtra District . 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded . - On the 18th November 1948 , information was 
roceived by the Doputy Superintendent , Mr. Oza , that 
Vikram Ravut , a dangerous outlaw , murderer , und dacoit , 
who was wanted by the Police in a number of cases and 
was at large for the lust 2 years , was taking shelter ut 
Anandpur. Taking a police party with him the Deputy 
Superintendent immediately left Rajkot at dead of night 
und surrounded the hut where the ducoit , armed with 
cleudly weapons , was reported to be taking shelter. 
Scenting the presence of Police the ducoit tried to escape . 
At this stage in encounter ensued between the dacoit and 
the police party und shots whre exchanged . During the 
encounter Mr. Oza led the police party courageously and 
galluntly at the risk of his life . When the docuit was 
Lisked to surrender ufter receiving a bit on his hand , he 
tried to fire at Mr. Ozn , but was shot down first. 

Throughout this encounter Mr. Ozil displayed leader 
ship , courage and delermination of a high order . 

Name of the Officer and rank . - Prabhatainhji K . Jhula , 
Inspector of Police , on Special Duty . 

Statement of services for which the decoration has hann 
awarded - The Police of the United State of Saurashtra 
ns well as of the Borodu ond Junagudh States had for long 
been trying to loun up a ganz of dangerous outlaws 
hended by Rahimutullah . This gang had onst a spell of 
terror throughout, certain parts of Saurashtra , Baroda and 
Junug dh by committing a series of crimes such as 
murder , mutilation , ducoity , robbery , etc . , so much 60 
that the cultivators , etc . , vould not dare to come out froely 
for tho r usual nvocations even during the day. Mr. Jhala , 
Inspector of the United State of Saurashtra , was in charge 
of one of the police partics posted at Babra Police Station 
for the purpose On the 17th February 1949 , Mr. Jhala 
l eceived information that the dacoits , Rahimutullah and 
Surat, were taking sholter in a house at Galkotdi, a village 
near Babra . Mr. Jhala with a small police party imme 
diately proceeded to the village and surrounded the house 
in question . At this stage an encounter ongued and firing 
was resorted to on both sides , Tho polico party was , 
however , at a disadvantage as it was in an open space 
without any holter. Undaunted by this firing and at 
great personal risk , Mr. Thala led the police party within 
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about 10 vards from the house . Eventually both 
Ruhimutullah and Surug were shot dead by Mr. Jhule und 
his party . The dacoit were found to be in posseqsion of 
H 303 bore rifle , u vdouble kuce guin und muzzle- londing 
zon with ample minunilivu 

WIr Jhut showed greut courage throughout the 
encounter in lending his party under fire across open
